It is said, says The Medical News, Phila- 


delphia, October G, that the average length 
of life of Ihe New Orleans Negro is only 
24.2 years. 
This frightful 
mortality is 


ascribed to the lack of medical attendance 
and the wretched sanitary conditions in 
which the colored population 
of 
largo 


Southern cities live. It is asserted that 
probably not one-half of the Negroes re- 
ceive any medical attention during illness. 
Here is certainly a field for home missionary 
work. If the foregoing assertions are to 
any great extent true, it is a disgrace to 
our civilization and to our common humanity. 
Forty million dollars have been given since 
the war toward the literary education of 
the colored race, but how much more prcn- 
sing is the problem of their medical cote 
and sanitation I It may be doubted if forty 
cents have been given toward the education 
of Negro physicians. 
Much has been done 


iu educating foreign medical missionaries; 
why not do the more needed duty of 
medically educating young colored men, 
bus avoiding a crying public disgrace by 
enabling them to work among their suffcr- 
'ng brethren ?

lumber ^7ere seen in this city today when 
4,000,000 feot of lumber from the Spanish 
River Lumber company on the Canadian 
side wa« brought into this port. The lum- 
ber was brougnt over by the steam barge 
Kathden, aud was consigned to E. T. (Jar- 
riugtou. The new law allows the for- 
eigners to lay their lumber down at the 
Michigaa ports at lower prices than the 
Michigan lumbermen can get it to the 
same po ts via the railroads and rivers. 
This is t he first consignment ever made to 
n Michifan port from Canada under the 
new law.- The Michigan lumbermen say 
prices for logging must go down before 
they can continue their business at any 
profit.

domesticated animal, those of tho greater 
ago ilrs.. mentioned probably representing 
the crci ture iu its wild state. In tho re- 
lief ske, eh of the date last mentioned, 1800 
B. C., it is unmistakably a pot, being 
shown as seated beneath a chair. 
The 


Kgyptli.ns of that ago mummified dead 
cat* jurt as they did human beings and 
in man,- instances entombed hundreds of 
thousands of them in a single pyramid oc 
pit. 
Bubastis was tho Egyptian eat god- 


dess an 1 was always represented as hav- 
ing a cat's head. 
Among that queer peo- 


ple pus, was regarded as an emblem of the 
sun, ifc eyes being supposed to vary in 
color and in the size of their pupils with 
the pro ;rcss of that luminary across the 
heaven;,. 


Herodotus tells us that when an Egyp- 


tian cat died a natural death its ownoi 
went into mourning aud shnvod off hia 
eyebrov/s.—St. Louis Republic.

We further find that the value of the pro

The reason for making an investigation 


into tho business conditions of the United 
States this year, as compared with 1893, 
has already been stated in The American 
Economist—namely, to supply a demand 
made to the American Protective Tariff 
league for facts and figures upon the sub- 
ject. Those demands were so numerous 
that after very deliberate consideration it 
was decided in tho iutcrosts of the people 
to undertake tho work, nnd tho result wo 
now publish. 


Tho idea has boon to ascertain the num- 


ber of hands that wero employed in the 
different manufacturing, wholesale and 
retail concerns throughout the country 
during tho period from Jan. 1 to June 80, 
1888, 
and also during the same mouths of 


tho present year. Wo havo also endeavored 
to learn the amount of wages paid to tho 
employes in such establishments during 
each of the two given periods, and, further, 
the output or the product of the manufac- 
turing concerns and the per cent, of busi- 
ness done by the wholesale and retail trade. 


Replies have been received from thirty- 


nine different states and territories in the 
United States, These replies have been 
carefully compiled and arranged. 
The 


compilation was next condensed according 
to the sections of the country, showing the 
aggregate results of the information for 
each section. We then show tho per cent, 
of losses to labor or wages and the loss of 
output in each section of tho country; also 
the average earnings of labor throughout 
each section of tho country. Further com- 
parisons are made with the McKinley cen- 
sus of 1892 and our Industrial census of 
1893, 
that were undertaken by the Amer- 


ican Protective Tariff league and pub- 
lished in ±'ho American Economist. 
The 


last compilation is a comparison of tho 
present conditions with those shown 
throughout the pntirc country according 
to the census of 189C, this following a state- 
merit of the losses by industries. 


Tho table gives the number of reports 


received from each section of the country; 
the total number of hands employed by 
the parties molting these reports during 
the six mouths ending June 80, 1893, and 
189-1, respective!" 
Then wp luiyo tho total 


amount of wages paid by these parties tq 
their employes din ing the two periods and 
the proportion that their business of this 
year bears to the business they transacted 
two years ago. These figures are as follows: 


a loss of 27 per cent, in wages and a loss of 
BO per cent, in the output of factories and 
In the volume of business transacted. It 
is gratifying to note that In New Kngland 
the average reduction in wages was only 
$10 for each individual earner, a better 
showing than is made in any other part 
of tho country. There also appears to have 
been more eoriservativeiicss in New Eng- 
land, the difference between the smaller 
amount of labor and the smaller amount 
of wages paid Ijeing but 2 per cent. An- 
other point is that the employment of 25 
per cent, fewer hands resulted in a decrease 
of 30 per cent, in the output, showing, as is 
explained by several of our correspondents, 
that it is impossible to obtain tho propor- 
tionate maximum of work when factories 
are running only on part time. 


In the middle section of the country 


there was a falling off of 40 per cent, in 
the number of persons employed, of 49 per 
cent, in the amount of wages which they 
earned and 54 per cent, in the output. Tho 
average earnings of each employe decreased 
by &)3 per capita. 


A peculiar condition appears to have ex- 


isted in the southern states, where there 
was a decrease ot 85 per cent, in the em- 
ployment of labor, of only 25 per cent, in 
wages and of 26 per cent, in the output. 
The fact that wages were not cut down BO 
much showt, that more hands were en- 
tirely discharged; the average earnings of 
those remaining increased by $40 per cap- 
ita. It should be remembered that wages 
generally ore much lower in the south than 
iu other sections of the country. Hence it 
was possibly not found avisable to make 
such large reductions in the pay rolls as 
were mode elsewhere. 


In the western states and territories it 


would appear that every possible effort had 
been made to retain wage earners in. their 
positions. The large reduction in wages 
is accounted for perhaps by the fact that 
wages are much higher in the western 
states than they are in New England, the 
middle or southern sections. The loss of 
employment to the wage earners was 26 
per cent., and there was a loss of 54 per 
cent, in the wages earned and of 33 per 
cent, in output. The average reduction in 
the earnings of every individual worker 
amounted to S126, a loss that must haro 
entailed a very serious amount of distress,

ferent em] iloyers of labor who are able to 
find work for 20,800 fewer hands this year 
than In 18! Q. They paid almost 13,000,000 
les» monej for wages and their output, or 
the amount of business which they trans- 
acted was nearly one-half less than during 
the flrst si t months of 1893. 


The av< rage earnings of each wage 


corner bet vceen Jan. 1 and June 80, 1893, 
•were *250. The average earnings of each 
wage oanuT during the corresponding six 
months of this year were$195. Thus there 
wa» a loss of $55 to every one of these indi 
viduals who wore employed. 


The analysis of the reports, according to 


sections ol the country, brings the facts 
learned bj tho investigation more strik- 
ingly hoiui', both to the employer of labor 
and tho employe.

This is tho second time that we have been 
ailed upon to examine into the business 
ouditious of our country within a year. 
ust twelve mouths ago, on Oct. fi, 1893, we 
ublished our industrial census, showing a 


loss of $1,200,000 in the weekly wages of 
the people and a doorcase in business of 47 
per cent. A year later, today, \ve show 
that the conditions since then pointed to a 
loss of 45 per cent, in the wage earnings of 
the people, a loss of 30 per cent, in the num- 
ber of people employed, and a loss of 44 
per cent, in the output and tho general 
trade of the country.

ccnts Per P°und, which Mr. Crono- 


meyer says is impossible at the present 
rate of wages. Tho standard of weight, 
he states, is 103 pounds per box, and not 
112 pounds, as stated by President Gar- 
land, and the quotations are 10s. 3d. per 
box o£ that weight, or less than 82.50, in- 
stead of S2.70, according to President Gar- 
land. This, with tho duty of $1.80, aud 
the ocean freight, makes tho New York 
price of foreign plates $3.85, and President 
Garland's statement admits that the cost 
to American manufacturers is $3.90. Even 
admitting that the price of the foreign 
plate at New York is $4.10, ns President 
Garland claimed, and tho American cost 
t8.90, tho home manufacturers can havo 
no margin when freights are taken into 
account. 


President Crouemeyer presents a tablo 


of freight rates from Pittsburg to tha lead- 
ing cities in every section of the United 
States, with the rates from the seaboard 
cities to tho same points, showing that in 
every case tho eastern distributing points 
of tho foreign product have a material ad- 
vantage over l'il,tsburg in the cost of ship- 
ment. 


President Crouemeyer gives the follow- 


ing statement of wages paid here and in 
Wales: Amalgamated Association wages- 
Rolling, $5.30; heating, $2.48; doubling, 
$2.70; shearing, $1.76. Welsh wages, per 
twenty boxes—For rolling, includingcatch- 
ing, 81.88; doubling, $1.13; heating, $1.03; 
shearing, 44 conts, 
Tin house labor on 


Morewood sets, iu this country, is paid 
double tho wages received by the Welsh 
workers. 


The reductions proposed by the manu- 


facturers are 30 per cent, on rollers' wages, 
and 25 on doublers' and heaters', leaving 
the rate for rolling $3.71; doubling, J2.03, 
and heating, $1 86, or almost 100 per cent, 
higher than in Wales. To tho advantage 
of the foreign manufacturer by the low 
wages quoted above, the workers have 
given them another by recently conceding 
the addition of from 15 to 20 extra sheets 
of 1C, 14x20, per box, which is equivalent 
to a further reduction of 15 per cent, on 
their already low rate of wages. President 
Cronemeyer concludes his statement aa 
follows: 


"It is not tho intention of the manufac- 


turers to reduce wages unnecessarily, but 
they desire to put forth every effort to 
flrmly establish the tin plate industry in 
this country, and they are willing to keep 
their mills running at an unremunerativo 
proflt and await better times, but in doing 
so they must demand that that class of 
employes who receive by far the largest 
proportion of tho earnings of the mill 
must participate in the losses which Iiave 
been brought upon the American manu- 
facturers and. workmen by the unjust and 
discriminative legislation of the present

I his was a loss of $55 to every indi- 
vidual wage earner.

This very interesting tabulation teaches 


us that there was a loss of 25 per cent. In 
Hie employment of labor throughout New 
England this voar us corenorod with 1802. 


Last year imported beans paid into the 


national treasury nearly half a million; 
this bill reduces the duty more than half. 


The duty on hay, hops, honey and onions 


last year swelled the government receipts 
by nearly a million and a quarter, every 
dollar of which was paid by foreign pro- 
ducers, yet this is reduced by nearly one- 
half. 


The "tax" on imported potatoes brought 


to the government treasury last year over 
o million, at the rate of 51.96; yet three- 
jffths of this is abandoned for the benefit 
of the foreign producer by a reduction to 
20.78. 


The government, however, is allowed to 


recoup for these remissions by a duty of 
83.89 on rice and 72.86 per cent, on peanuts. 
This will, however, hardly compensate the 
treasury, or content the northwestern 
farmer, when it is considered that almost 
1400,000 was last year collected for imported 
eggs, at 5 cents per dozen, which this bill 
abandons, and that the American hen 
must adjust herself to the system of cheap 
production and competition with foreign 
labor

We are opposed to cheap goods and cheap 


agricultural products. Cheap poods and 
cheap products mean cheap labor—starva- 
tion wages for toiling slaves, without hope 
and without ambition for the future. Huts 
and hovels, and nakedness, and pauperism, 
and crime follow Badly after the procession 
of cheap labor. The greatest advantage of 
protection, however, Is to be seen In the 
condition of labor under its mantle. Wages 
are not only higher than in England, Italy, 
Hungary, Poland and other tree trade or 
semi-free trade countries, but tho condi- 
tion of the laborer is infinitely more bear- 
able and hopeful. Ho may live comfortably 
and respected, and he may educate his 
children and expect them to become worthy, 
useful and lending citizens. They are eli- 
gible to all places under tho government, 
capable of any business enterprise, and 
may hold any social position. This state 
of things exists only where protection is 
general, and it is that only In the United 
States. Goods are cheap in Italy, In Hun- 
gary and In Poland, but labor Is cheaper, 
and the laborer cannot buy. The laboring 
man emigrates from free trade countries 
to protective ones, not from protectlvo 
countries to free trade once. Cheap labor 
la a national curse. Nay, more, it is bar- 
barism itself. Ill paid labor means a de- 
graded standard of life. Therefore, well 
paid labor and its attendant consequences 
are to be desired and are not to be feared. 
The cost of living is reduced to a common 
factor. The price fixes the condition. Bar- j
